Report of Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 

_ To the building of a stronger America, the schools of the 
Nation are dedicated. It is mandatory that we pronounce in a 
positive and unmistakable manner our belief in the American 
Way of Life. We must not let anyone forget that liberty involves 
and requires the highest degree of individual and group responsi- 
bility and sacrifice. We must bend our every effort to wipe out 
greed, bigotry, biased opinion, ignorance, intolerance, and all other 
evils that beset our democracy. 

The part that the schools can play, in cooperation with the 
home and church, in the education of the coming generation is 
great. By patient processes of instruction and training they 
should seek to develop in the youth of the land those essential 
knowledges and skills and that devotion to our democratic way 
of life which makes for national strength and unity. 

We want our schools to build character. We want our boys 
and girls to be honest, friendly, considerate, cooperative, and 
responsible. We want them to know the happiness to be derived 
from hard work as well as the joys of a profitable invested leisure. 


TEACHERS 

There were no changes in the teaching personnel of the dis- 
trict during the year. At Milan Village, Avis Croteau has grades 
6-8 and serves as principal; Barbara Potter is the intermediate 
teacher with grades 3-5; and Marion Armstrong is the primary 
teacher with grades 1-2. At West Milan, Bessie Stiles has the 
upper room, grades 5-8, and Fannie Mullins serves as principal 
and teacher of the primary room, grades 1-4. 


NOTES ON THE BUDGET 
The School Board’s total budget for 1950-51 is $33,411.00 as 
compared with $31,836.74 for 1949-50. Let me hasten to say that 
for the first time the budget includes both expected income and 
expenses for the Noon Lunch and Veterans Programs. This added 
$3,500.00 shows as an anticipated receipt and also an anticipated 
expense. This procedure is in keeping with our latest instructions 
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from Concord. If these off-set items were eliminated, the budget 
for 1950-51 would be $29,911.00 as compared with $31,836.74 for 
1949-50. 


The budget is reduced by an estimated income of $6,700.00 
(State Aid, December, 1950, $3,200.00, State Treasurer, Noon 
Lunch Program, $900.00, Veterans’ Administration, $2,600.00) so 
that the requested appropriation for March, 1950, is $26,711.00. 
You appropriated $25,142.30 for the school year 1949-50. 

Actually, outside of the off-set $3,500.00 mentioned above, the 
budget for 1950-51 is less by $1,925.74 than the one voted last year. 
On the other hand, the requested appropriation is $1,569.00 more, 
due to smaller estimated income. You will recall that last year 
we were able to include in our estimated income, $998.79, June 
30, 1949, balance, $3,452.26 State Aid, $1,793.39 balance 1948-49 
appropriation, and $500.00 from the sale of the Hodgdon Hill 
School. The only one of these sources we were able to estimate 
income from for 1950-51, was State ‘Aid. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE. 


There are, at this writing, 133 enrolled in the two schools: 
38 at West Milan and 95 at Milan Village. This figure is seven 
larger than a year ago, and twelve larger than two. years ago. 
We have 33 enrolled at Berlin High School. 

The tardiness record at West Milan was most commendable. 
There were no tardinesses for the year in either room. Milan 
Intermediate Room had the poorest record, with 50 tardy marks 
for the year. 

The percentages of attendance were again low this year, due 
to a series of epidemics. All were below 95% and fell far short of 
the 97% considered as commendable by the State Department 
of Education. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The school buildings are, for the most part, in very good 
condition. During the summer months, the usual cleaning, repairs 
and improvements were made. New curtains were installed in 
the upper room at West Milan. 

The buildings are quite adequately equipped. Six new seats 
were added to care for the increased enrollment. 

Since the last report, the Hodgdon Hill school house has 
been sold in accordance with the vote taken at the March meeting. 

The intermediate and grammar rooms at Milan will be 
crowded again next year. It seems that there will be about 33 
in the intermediate room and 42 in the grammar room. This con- 
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dition could be relieved by the addition of another teacher and 
converting the lunch room into a class room, or by the addition 
of another room to the present building. This problem should 
receive serious thought by the people of Milan.

CONCLUSION 


The destiny of our country remains within our people. We 
must make education for peace realistic. The best education for 
peace will be that which provides our young people with a realistic 
understanding of the world and its people, teaches tolerance and 
good will toward the people of all lands, but at the same time 
maintains a firm determination that our nation shall join in a 
worldwide effort to banish war from the earth. 

I take this opportunity to again express my appreciation to 
the members of the school board, parents, teachers, and citizens 
for their support in our common effort to maintain good schools.
